LONDON, July 20.- The cabinet at a 
meeting this rvfternoon decided to imme- 
diately place their resignations in the 
bands of the quetín. 
The meeting was 
held at Gladstone's official residence in 
Downing street. The street was crowd- 
ed with people and there was but little 
cheering when the decision of the min- 
ister was made known. 


John Morley, chief secretary for Ire- 
land, who attended the meeting, received 
an ovation from the peojile

ministers, has left Loudon for Osborne,

His presence 
there being significant. 


A RK)T AT MARSEILLES. 


PARIS, July 20.—In Marseilles last 
evening mobs attacked the office of the 
royalistic papers. The Gen d'Armes de- 
fended the buildings, successfully pre- 
venting the rioters from carrying out 
their purpose of sacking the premises. 
The mobs then turned on the Gen ' d'- 
Armes and severe fighting ensued. The 
police and soldiers together overpowered 
the rioters and restored order. A num- 
ber of rioters,were arrested and many 
of the police and soldiers were wounded. 


A Disastrous Storm. 


CHICAGO, July 
2 0 . — A severe wind 
storm prevailed in western Nebraska 
last night. Great damage was done by 
it. 
Over a mile of telegraph poles were 
blown down near Sidney. 


OMAHA, July 20.—At INIinden, Kear- 
ney county, Neb., yesterday, the storm 
was a verx severe one. The wind *blew 
down the Danish church, three milep 
south of Fredericksburg and billed an- 
old lady, Mrs. Nel«e Monks. 


Nine miles south of Miaden the light- 
ning struck a house, killing Ptdsmus 
Dilletson, a German farmer, his son Al, 
seventeen years old, ancl a daughter 
fourteen years old, instantly, and severe- 
Iv injured another child. 
No damage 
to crops is reported.

Workmen on their way to the shops 
and founderies pass over the Hamilton 
fields, near the reservoir, every morning. 
A ghastly sight awaited their coming to- 
day and each hastened the arrival of an' 
other as their eyes fell on Jabob Arnold 
whose head lay in a pool of blood, while 
thick clots oozed from his nose and two 
bullet holes in his sknll. 
It was a fear- 
ful spectacle. The dead man was at the 
foot of the hill. His right hand clutched 
a pistol and his left held a cane with 
which he supported his tottering frame 
when he fired the fatal shot. 
His eyes 
were swollen and blue from blood, giv- 
ing his face a revolting aspect. 
This 
was a picture that people looked at un 
til Coroner Dinnen removed the remains 
to Peltier's morgue at the instance of 
Deputy Marshal Limecooly. 


Jacob Arnold was a man possibly six- 
ty years of age or more. 
He was stout 
in his day and had a rather intelligent 
looking face. 
He stopped with Mrs 
Nix, on South Calhoun street, and,being 
pennilf ss, was oared for at the expense 
of the township. 
This disheartened 
him aud his thceats of suicide were so 
frequent of late that they ceased to be 
novel. 
After supper last evening he 
loitered about and at 9 o'clock he saun- 
tered to the reservoir. 
At that hour a 
pistol report was heard, and then it was 
the man put a gun to his right temple 
and sent a bullet through his head. The 
ball came out dose to the crown on the 
left side and did its fatal work the in- 
stant of its passage. 


Arnold used to live at Decatur and 
worked in a brick yard there. He has 
labored at the Kaylor brick yard, south 
of Fort Wayne, since he came here, but 
of late has been too feeble to do any- 
thing. 


His home originally was at Wellsville, 
New York. 
He has two sons and a 
daughter living in Kansas, and they are 
well oiF. Some years ago he made a trip 
to Germany and remained abroad a year. 
He came back to Decatur and then he 
had something like $500, he used hang 
up in his room, until his friends made 
him put it in a bank. The body will be 
intei'red in a paupers grave.

And such I found 
it. 
Gre(!U liclds are all about it to the south, 
west aud north, and on the east the sea. 
The 
cli(,-k of the rea{)er, the kino in pasturo, the 
scent of new mown hay, and a picturesque 
orchard clo.so to the wayside give it the true 
flavor of tlie country, while the sea, the sea, 
"the deep heaving sea," hath its own endless 
joys ever at hand. 
Where is Brielle? I didn't 
know myself until recently, because it is only 
four yeai-s old, and as yet not much of a 
horn-blowing infant. 
It lies twelve miles be- 
low Long liraneh, between Manasquan and 
Point Pleasant, both of which are in sight. 
It isn't a village. 
It is a r&sort, pure, simple, 
and sweet, with none of 
the unpleasant 
adjuncts of a place where other things beside 
recreation are going on. Its history is similar 
to that of larger and older places. 
An asso- 
ciation, seeing the beauty of the location, and 
having 
faith 
in its future development, 
bought the ground and erected the lovely 
hotel Carteret, with its great broad veran- 
dahs, wide halls, and big, airy sleeping rooms. 
They also built several pretty cottages, which 
are furnished, and ready to be stepped into. 
I inspected one.belonginig.to Mrs. Fuller, wife 
of Dr. Fuller, ex-lieutenant governor of Utah, 
now proprietor of the Health Food comvaay. 


In this city. 
It had good sized, well lighteci 
rooms, fanned night and day with sea breezes. 
Who couldn't find summer glorious in such 
cottage by the sea? Many who live per- 
manently in the country might take useful 
hints from the furnishing of th«se summer 
dwellings. 
They have light wood 
floors, 
"shellacked," aud an art square in the center. 
The furniture is light hardwood, the wood- 
work is light wood; the walls are in cream 
colm*, rough finish, soft and pretty to the «ye. 
The windows have ornamental colored glass 
above them. 
Shades and no curtains are tha 
rule. The whole effect is sweet and sunshiny. 
Nothing stuffy or oppressive in the way of 
furniture is tolerated. 
The light and air can 
be let in at will, and it would be a mercy to 
humanity if they had as easy access to all 
houses. 
I never could understand why so 
many ladies cover up their windows and 
make their homes like caverns. 


What a charming thing it would be for a 
party of congenial friends—say two, or even 
three, small families—to rent one of these 
pretty cottages and summer together in a 
natm'al, healthful fashion, untrammeled b j 
too much wardrobe! 
There is the hotel Car- 
teret, at whose table they could eat and have 
exquisite fare, food beautifully cooked and 
daintily served, and be waited on by neatly 
dressed, good looking and thoroughly trained 
English girls. 
I thought of the wearied peo- 
ple of the stage who come back to New York 
and dump down In dull rooms, for which they 
pay as much money as would rent a c o t t i ^ 
by the sea. 
What do these cottages rent for? 
Three hundred or $350 for the season, which 
is from May I until October, if the tenant 
desires to stay that long. 
I thought, too, of 
the teachers, the writers, the artists, the hun- 
dreds of refined women, to whom a summer 
in such a place would be a boon. 
I thought 
of them and sighed. 


From Brielle one can see two villages, 
Point Pleasant on the south and M masquan 
—" 'Squan" the country folk caU it—on the 
north. 
Two rivers also help to make its land- 
scape picturesque, the Manasquan and the 
Glimmer Glass—rivers by courtesy, for they 
are really arms of the sea or sheets of salt 
water separated from their mother ocean by 
a ridge of sand and a bit of swamp. 
They 
make lovely beating territory, and produce 
no end of crabs. 


They have a good substitute for wardrobes 
at this hotel, and one that might be adopted 
by housekeepers quite frequently. 
A smooth 
board about a foot and a half wide is stood up 
on end a yard and a half from one comer. 
A 
shelf is placed at the bottom, and a sloping 
board on top. 
The top board is full of ward- 
robe hooks on the inside. 
Across this im- 
provised clothes closet a curtain is run on a 
wire rod, and lo! even a fashionable belle 
could hang away a goodly stock of gowns and 
keep them free from dust. 
Many a house- 
keeper who longs for an extra wardrobe and 
cannot afford to buy one could construct such 
a one as this with her own hands and find it 
jZ^ood. 
I am convinced that simplicity in 
::umiture, as in everything else, is the true 
way. 
I hate to see a woman owned by her 
furniture—a slave to it. 
I would rather own 
the furniture, and I want no more of that 
than I can decently get on with. 


All along the Jersey shore one finds groups 
of childi-en who belong somewhere about, 
but spend all their daylight time by the sea. 
I have noticed that these little sea urchins are 
generally thin-legged and scrawny. 
They 
play aromid in a spiritless way, though they 
consider it great enjoyment. 
They are not 
breezy, buoyant chilelren; but they are wise 
when it comes to questions of porpoises, fish 
and other watery subjects. 
They will tell 
you that vrhen the porpoises are seen near the 
shore it is a sign that "the blue fish are up;" 
that crabs shed their shells once a month; that 
when one porpoise is shot the others rush at 
him and very soon eat him up. 
They are 
X)Sted as to ships and winds, and adore thft 
ishermen who go out in boats and return safe 
and sound, but they have a contempt for the 
people who "bathe in clothes." 
They bathe 
without clothes, and as many times a day as 
the fancy seizes them. In all probability they 
dabble in th^> water so much that they keep 
themselves thin.

A Meeting 
Held 
to 
Proclaim 


' Death to Capital. 


CmcAOO, July 20.—This 
morning 
Henry 
Heinermann, a reporter, was 
called on the anarchist trial. He testified 
being at a meeting October 11th last, in 
which a resolution was introduced by 
August Spies to the effect that working 
men should not hope for success unless 
they were prepared to enforce their de 
mand. The resolution concluded some 
thing like this: "Death to the enemies 
of the haman race, our despoilers. 
was also set forth in the resolution 
which was adopted unanimously by the 
meeting, that in all likelihood the cap 
italistic class would qppose the laboring 
men by means of the rolice and militia 
and that no lasting reform could be 
complished 
unless similar force was 
brought to bear against the class in au- 
thority. • 


OflScer J. A. West was next put on 
the stand. 
He was at McCormick's 
reaper factory the afternoon of May 
3d where a meeting was being held at 
which August Spies was a prominent 
speaker. 
The witness proceeded to give 
at length the particulars of the riot 
which occurred at McCormick's. 


After hearing more testimony as to 
that meeting, Captain Ward discribed 
the march of the police to Haymarket. 
ITiere were 170 or 180 men in line and in 
all sixty-six were killed and injured. 
After the bomb exploded the crowd 
opened a rattling volley on the police. 
On cross-examination Captain ward says 
rielden was addressing him, when he 
said "We are peaceable," and that a 
slight emphasis was laid on the word 
peaceable. 
The court here adjourned. 


The convicted anarchists of Milwaukee 
—Hirth, Simon and Palm—were yester- 
day sentenced to nine months each in 
the house of correction.

Cleveland is Visited and Lioses 
Her Handsome Block. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, July 20.—A de- 
structive fire visited the Nottingham 
block, an elegant brick building, five 
stories high, on Euclid avenue, early 
this morning. The building was occu- 
pied on the ground floor by Cook Bros., 
dealers in wall paper; the Otis Brooks, 
household art company; H. C. Gaylord, 
druggist, and Kemmer & Kushman, 
frescoe artists. The fire started in the 
art company's store and rapidly spread 
to the others. 
The remaining four 
floors were occupied as offices. 
The 
store of the Cook Bros, and the art com- 
pany are entirely destroyed. 
Loss, ^0,- 
000. 
Edgeley Adams, picture frame 
store, in an adjoining building was dam- 
aged $10,000 by water. 
Gaylord, the 
druggist, lost about $2,500, and Kemmer 
& Kushman, about 85,000. The build 
ing was badly burned and it will cost 
$30,000 to repair it. It is said that all 
the losers are pretty heavily insured. 


ST. LOUIS, July 20.—Last night a fire 
in the repair shops of the St. Louis and 
St. Paul railroad company, caused a loss 
of $14,000; insurance, $8,500. 


PITTSBUBO, July 20.—Buildings occu-

A New Treaty is Before tbe Senate tak- 


ing tbe Dominion Teild its 


American Goests.

CHANGE OF TREATY. 


Canada will no Longer be a Ha- 
ven for Th.evlng Cashiers. 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—The conven- 
tion recently signed in London by Min- 
ister Phelps and the Earl of Roseberry 
extends the provisions of article ten of 
1842, to four crimes not there in named, 
as follows: 
Manslaughter, burglary, 
embezzlement or larceny involving the 
amount of $50 or ten pounds, or mali- 
cious injuries to property whereby the 
life of any person shall be endangered, 
if such injuries constitute a crime ac- 
cording to the laws of both countries. 
It also provides that the provisions of the 
article shall apply to persons convicted 
of the crimes named in the treaty of 
1842 and the new convention, as well ss 
to those charged before trial with the 
commission of them. 
The convention 
is not retro-active. 
No surrender is to 
be demanded for political offense, and 
no trial is permitted for any other of- 
fense than the one for which the extra* 
dition is requested, until the person ex- 
tradited has had an opportunity to re- 
turn to the state by which he was sur- 
rendered. 
The convention is now be- 
fore the senate committee on judiciary, 
from which it will be referred to the 
committee on foreign affairs. 


A METEOR FALLS. 


It Buries Itself in the Earth Be- 
yond the Reach of Poles.*! 


MILWAUKBB, Wis., July 20.—People 
in the vici^ty of Grafton, Oh^ee coun- 
ty, are very much excited over the fall of 
a meteor near that place. 
It struck 
near a party of harvesters and made a 
hole three or four feet in circumference, 
too deep to be probed by the longest 
poles. The owner of the land is excavat- 
ing to unearth the substance.

my first visit to the Canadian house of com- 
mons. I had heard of similar attacks in other 
gtatesL While the speaker was berating his 
fellow members, much to my amusement, I 
struggled, with the French language in .con- 
versation with a French Canadian. He told 
me much that ought to have been known, but 
was not. The man in a great black gown 
was the speaker. The men who sat on his 
right were known as the government party, 
or politically speaking, the Conservatives. 
The keen looking men occupying front seats 
were the' various ministers. 
The men are 
not like tie American cabinet officers. 


Here they sit in the house, introduce meas- 
ures, answer questions, and defend the gov- 
ernmental policy from the attacks of the op- 
position. On the speaker's left are the mem- 
bers of the opposition, or Liberals. They are 
out of power, and their principal business is 
to devise schemes of getting back. The gov- 
ernment and the opposition have seats directly 
facing each other. They remind one of a 
f i l i n g match on an exagerated scale. First 
a member of the government has a chaftce to 
air himself, and then a member of the oppo-

sition takes his turn. 
About twenty feet of 
space separates the twp parties, and across 
this field the sides bombard each other with 
hot shots of eloquence and ideas. The room 
is rectangular in shape, with galleries around 
the four sides. On each member's desk are 
printed orders of the day and various bills. 
All these are printed in both English and 
French; also every measure introduced into 
the house must be read aloud in both lan- 
guages. The sijeeches are almost always de- 
livered in English, although I heard four or 
five French efforts. 


The hou.se is an active body of bright, •ener- 
getic men, who discuss measures. It is a 
place of interest to the visitor, as well as in- 
structive and especially suggestive to the 
American. It sets their neighbors many a 
good example. The house is the governing 
body of Canada. It is the originator and 
maker of all the laws. Members of the house 
are elected for five years, but if the govern- 
ment side is defeated, the ministers resign and 
another election may take place at once. 
A 
senate helps make up the parliament. 


The senate, as far as I was able to judge, is 
a Ixxiy almost, if not entirely, fossilized. 
They are a kindly-faced set of old men, who 
are appointed for life. They do—weU, it may 
be doubtiid if the Canadians can tell what 
their senatoi-s do as legislators. They are 
supposed to rectify the hasty measures of the 
house. England sends to Canadaj a governor 
general, who receives his pay from Canada— 
$50,000 a year, besides large sums for house- 
hold expenses. 
The present governor gen- 
eral is the Marquis of Lansdowne, an intelli- 
gent man and a most perfect gentleman. 
He 
is much liked. 
He lives just in the suburbs 
of Ottawa, at Rideau Hall—an impressive 
name for a very sorry-looking gubernatorial 
mansion. 


Canada's premier is Sir John A. Macdonald. 
He has been a political power in Canada for 
forty years and more. He looks like the late 
Lord Beaconstield. 
He has a great power 
over men. A journalist told me he refused 
to be introduced to Sir John, because his bus- 
iness was to oppose him, and Sir John had too 
great a power in making men friends for him 
to risk an acquaintance. 
He came from Scot- 
land, and was a lawyer.

He affixes 
values and is a se- 
rious annoyance to 
unscrupulous man- 
ufacturers. 
H e 
lived for many years in the United States, 
is a Scotchman and a 
prominent 
Ma- 
son. 
He is a walking encyclopedia of 
facts 
on 
the industries of 
the world. 
Canadian manufacturers have never had 
a more 
patriotic friend. Manufacturers' 
associations and various manufactories look 
to him as their founder. 
He was one of 
the first to make buttons from sawdust and 
to smelt iron ore with crude petroleum. 
He 
was secretary of the advisory board of the 
Centennial exhibition. Mr. Frazer is a fine 
and mo.st instructive conversationist. To my 
American countrymen who have to deal with 
him I will say that they will find him clear- 
headed and open when they deal in an honest 
manner with him, but keen and justly severe 
when any deception is attempted. 
Canada's 
last political issue was free trade and protec- 
tion. 


The present political state of the govern- 
ment is the result of a movement which began 
about 1870. Prior to 1870 protection had been 
ably advocated by the late Hon. Isaac Bu- 
chanan and Mr. John McLean. At that time 
a number of young men, headed by Mr, W. 
H. Frazer, Mr. W. H. Howland and Mr. W. 
H. Foster, began the agitation of some vital 
questions, which both political parties decried- 
These active, progressive men formed a move- 
ment called "Canada First." Keenly alive to 
progress, patriotic in love for their country, 
believing in its resources and its ability to be- 
come a great manufacturing country, and 
impressed with the prosperity of the United 
States, they sought the causes of Canada's 
stagnation and remedies for her betterment. 
They insisted on a greater national feeling--a 
stronger love for the whole land, and dis- 
countenanced the prevailing 
sectionalism. 
Love for province must become secondary to 
love for Canada. These men believed that a 
protective tariff was the means of developing 
the industries of the country and making it 
able to sustain itself in competition with its 
great neighbor, the United States. 
These 
ideas were stoutly combatted by the free 
traders. The "Canada First," however, be- 
lieved that American prosperity was due to 
their protective policy. Up to this time Ca- 
nadian" tariff had been for revenue only. 
The new 
party received 
recruits from 
both Conservatives and Liberals. 
Their 
growth was slow. 
Mr. Frazer with his 
solid business attainments and far-seeing sense 
gave up his business and entered politics. He 
was ably assisted by Mr. A.. W. Wright, of 
Toronto. 
They spoke throughout the land 
smd became apostles of the now famous na- 
tional ix)licy. They taught the people and 
enkindled their enthusiasm. True, the free 
traders declared their tradings to be false. 
By the year 1878 the Conservatives, with Sir 
John A. Macdonald at their head, caught up 
the ideas of the national ^licy, and with these 
principles were carried into power by over- 
whelming majorities. This party claims to 
show many fruits as the result of their suc- 
cess. Before 1878 Canada had not a single 
cotton mill. Now she has twenty. 
Not a 
man was engaged in sugar refining; 3,500 
now are engaged in this business, and just so 
with many other industries. The Conserva- 
tives ^tribute these results to their policy. 
It may interest Americans to know that Can- 
adians impose as heavy duties on English 
goods as they do on American products. The 
Canadian statesmen are genuine Englishmen 
in their fondness for cricket. I saw numer- 
ous games, and one merry match between the 
governor general and his staff and the house 
of commons. 
Imagine the president of the 
United States running after a ball and shout- 
ing like a boy over a good play. But it is 
true that Englishmen can'y boyhood down 
into old age aad remain buoyant. 
It is de- 
lightful.

The Fort Wajme Veterinary Sur- 
geon Complimented. 


Richmond Item, 


Dr. H. A. Read, the celebrated veter- 
inary surgeon, of Fort Wayne, is in the 
city to-day at Tom Pickens'stable, where 
he is performing the operation known 
as Neurotomy, an operation which he is 
the only man in the west successfully 
performs. It is a veiy difficult opera- 
tion, and one which, if unskillfuUy done 
may cripple and perhaps kill the horse. 
As we understand it, it consists of cut 
ting out certain nerves of the front feet, 
just above the hoof. 
Many otherwise 
valuable animals are rendered almost 
worthless by soreness of the front feet, 
causing stumbling, lameness, corns, and 
the like. 
It is often relieved by bar 
shoes, 
packing 
the 
feet, and the 
lik^ of that, )^ut such relief is not per- 
manent. Neurotomy is said to be a per- 
fect cure. 
An example is in a very 
speedy horse which Mr. Pickens had 
which became foot sore, and last May 
was, Tom says, not worth a dollar.

ANARCHISTS. 


A MectuiB Held to Proclaim 


'Death to Capital. 


OHIOAOO, Jnly 20.—This 
morning 


Henry 
Heinermauu, a reporter, was 


called on the anarchist trial. He testified 
being at a meeting October llth last, in 
which a resolution was introduced by 
August Spies to the effect that working- 
men should not hope for success unless 
they wore prepared to enforce their de- 
mand. The resolution concluded some- 
thing like this: "Death to the enemies 
of the human race, our despoilers." 
It 


was alao set forth hi tho resolution, 
which was adopted unanimously by the 
meeting, that in all likelihood the cap- 
italistic class would ojpose the laboring 
men by means of tho police and militia 
and that no lasting reform could be ac- 
compliihed unless similar force was 
brought to hear against the class in an. 
thority.' 


Officer J.'A. West was next put on 


the stand. 
He was at McCormiok's 


reaper factory the afternoon of May 
3d where a meeting was being'hold at 
which August Spies was a prominent 
speaker. The witness proceeded to give 
at length the purticularn of tho riot 
which occurred at McCormiok's. 


After hearing more testimony as to 


that meeting, Captain Ward disoribed 
the march of the police to Haymarket. 
There were 170 or 180 men in line and in 
all sixty-six were killed and injured. 
After tho bomb exploded the crowd 
opened a rattling volley on the police.

Keenly alive to 
progress, patriotic in love for their country, 
believing in its resources and its ability to be-

'States, th'ey sought-the. causes of Canada's 
stagnation and remedies for her betterment 
iThoy, insisted 'oh a greater national feeling—a

1878 tho Conservatives, with Sir 
Jolin'A. Mncdonald ut their bead.caughfciip 
tbo ideas of tho national poh'cy, and with these 
principles were carried into power by over- 
whelming majorities. This party claims to 
show many fruits as the result of tbeir suc- 
cess. ' • Before 1878 Canada had not 'a single 
cotton mill. Now she bas twenty. Not a 
man was .engaged in sugar refining; y,500 
now aro engaged in this, business, and just so 
with many other industries.
